The champions of the different news- 
paper territories in that zone will 
speak in the following order: Jack- 
sonville Journal, Atlanta Constitution, 
Ruleigh News and Observer, Louisville 
Courier-Journal, Philadelphia Eve- 
ning Bulletin, Birmingham News. 

The speaking order at the national 
finals to be held in Washingtop on 
May 26 will be as follows: First place, 
winner in zone final at Washington; 
second place, winner in zone final at 
Kansas City, Mo.; third place, win- 
ner in zone final at New York city; 
fourth place, winner in zone final at 
Oklahoma City; fifth place, winner in 
zone final at Troy, N. ¥.; sixth place, 
winner in zone final at Chicago; sev- 
enth place, winner in .zone final at 
Raleigh, N. C.

School Session 


To Open June 11 


With a faculty of more than 70 


teachers, many of whom have taught 
at Emory summer school before, 
Emory university summer school for 
1928 will convene in two sessions, 
the first of which will open June 11, 
aecording to an announcement by Dr. 
Ralph E. Wager, director of the 
Emory summer school. 

Emory will offer many new courses 
this summer, including courses in mn- 
sie and art, and the summer enroll- 
ment is expected’ to break all pre- 
vious records. The first session of 
six weeks ends July 18 and: the ser- 
ond session, beginning on July 19, 
will end on August 24. Students may 
register for one or both sessions, ac- 
cording to Dr. Wager. 

The faculty staff will include 20 
visiting professors, some of whom are 
making their first visit to Emory this 
summer. Among. these _ professors 
will be teachers of music, painting and 
various other subjects of art. In ad- 
dition, the university has promised to 
secure an expert instructor to teach 
swimming, and courses will be offered 
atithe new Emory pool. 

One innovation from previous sum- 
" mer schools will be the establishment 
of a normal! school of musfe, which 
will be in charge of the progressive 
series of the Teachers’ College of St. 
Louis. In this department music will 
actually be taught as well as a course 
in the appreciation of music. Similar 
mormal schools of music have been es- 
tablished by the St. Louis school, at 
Cornell, Louisiana State university 
and New York university. 

Course In Painting. 

A course in painting will be taught 
by Mrs. Esther Richardson, who is 
director of art in the Joliet, Ill. 
Township High school.

erection of a $125,000 power plant to 
tale care.of the-entire college plant, 
g to an announcement Sat- 
urday by the college authorities. 

‘The administration building, which 
will cost $300,000, and the chapel, 
costing $125,000, will follow next on 
the building program. The thrée struc- 
tures will cost $550,000. 

A survey is now being made for 
the power plant and plans for it are 
being prepared. It will te large and 
complete enough to take care of all 
existing buildings, including the gym- 
nasium, as Well as the ones still to 
be erecied. 

The administration building will 
include the offices of the college ansl 
several additional. classrooms. It wil 
be one of the most complete buildings 
of its type in the country. 

The chapel will be a memorial to 
Dr. F. H. Gaines, founder of the col- 
lege, and jts president until 1923. 

The gymnasium was the first unit 
to be erected under the new building 
program. It is considered a model of 
its kind. With the completion of the 
other Wuildings, the college, it was 
stated, will be equipped not only for 
its’ present expansion but also for 
its future. requirements. 

__ Additional buildings are justified 


and are made necessary, according to 
| the announcement from the college, 
because of the growth of the enroll- 
ment. There are now 500 students in 
attendance, against: 200 in 1913.’ The 


increase has been 100 per cent in the 
past ten years, Pupils are in attend- 
ance from 27 states and from Korea, 
Mexico and Venezuela. 

Coincident with the growth of the 
enrollment has been the development 
of vocational training, according- to 
the announcement. Ten years ago the 
graduate of a woman’s college looked 
forward either to teaching or matri- 
mony. Now the courses at Agnes 
Seott fit young women for various 
business and professional activities. 
Several of the students are regularly 
on the list of the college placement 
office, which finds places for grad- 
uates.

It is particularly essential that

or in front of a moving vehicle. 

Teaching a child to be safety-mind- 
ed should begin in the home. That 
is fundamental. But the parent should 
also—and this is even more. im- 
portant—rigidly enforce a restriction 
against playing in anyway, whether 
roller skating, or. chasing balls, or 
what not, in any part of motor 
traffic. 

It will be too late’ to give these 
matters of precaution proper and 
restraining thought after the child 
has been killed or maimed. 

Any analysis of the safety cam- 
paigns leads to the municipal play- 
ground as a solution of the problem. 
Children must play. They should 
play. Every city should provide 
ample public facilities for the pur- 
pose. Most of the detached homes 
provide opportunities for outdoor 
playing. 

Surely, of all the places where 
children should not play, or be per- 
mitted to play under any circum- 
Stance, is in a street alive with mov- 
ing vehicular traffic.

DO PAVED HIGHWAYS PAY? 

According to figures received and 
made public by the Georgia citi- 
zens’ committee on highway prob- 
lems, the savings.in operating ex- 
penses by motorists using the 
North Carolina system of perma- 
nently paved. highways, approxi- 
mates $99,000,000 a year—an 
astounding ‘sum when we stop to 
comprehénd it. 

Basing the compilatien on experi- 
ments conducted by engineers, the 
analysis estimates that a saving of 
3 1-2 cents a mile is effected by 
automobiles operating over paved 
roads as compared with second class 
earth toads. This estimate’ takes 
into consideration. the depreciation 
of the car and the cost of fuel. 

Figuring as a minimum that the 
500,000 cars from North Carolina 
and other states using North Caro- 
lina’s concrete highways average 
500 miles a month thereon, the 
North Carolina road advocates show 
a total monthly mileage of 250,- 
000,000 running miles or three bil- 
lions of miles in a year. 

Using the figures —_obtained 
through experiments of engineers, 
the saving In all costs a car at 3 1-2 
cents a mile, it was shown, reaches 
the stupendous saving to motorists 
of ninety-nine millions of dollars a 
year on the operation of automo- 
biles on North Carolina’s concrete 
roads over the total cost of equal 
operation if made on the second 
class earth roads prevalent in some 
States. 

The state of North Carolina, ac- 
cording to its balance sheet, has 
$151,556,672 worth of state high- 
ways. It is said to exceed all south- 
ern states except Texas in miles of 
surfaced-roads and is led by only 
six other states in the United States. 

The passenger cars, auto trucks 
and busses of North Carolina, it 
was Stated, are paying all the costs 
of bonds issued for building the 
roads. Not a penny for the pro- 
gram of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, maintenance, or ‘‘overhead”’ 
comes out of the general taxes of 
the state as the interest and amorti- 
{zation as well as construction, main- 
poesia and executive expenses, 


fees and gasoline tax. 

North Carolina farmers, the re- 
‘port made public says, lead in the 
number of owned automobiles in 
all southern states, except Texas, 
and it costs on an average but $127 
a family a year for running a car. 
That the family car is not only 
‘popular on the farms but also in 
the smaller towns is proved by the 
fact that the highest per cent of 
their use—over 60 per cent—is in 
the towns of 2,500 population and 
;less. Many manufacturers reported 
that their operatives drive daily from

Public Opinion. 
So we must face the fact that there 
may be a public opinion without a 
public conscience. ‘That means that | 
the sentiment of a community may 
prohibit certain things, not because 


they are morally wrong, but because 
they are “bad form,” bad business, or 
injurious to wealth or comfort, Here 
public opinion is seeking to protect 
property and prosperity, wealth and 
comfort, while there may be no pro- 
vision whatsoever for the protection of 
character. Yet no one will dispute 
the fact that, fundamentally, the 
safety of every interest of society fests 
upon the moral quality of its citizen- 
ship. 

An earnest study of the life of our 
cities today leads one to raise the 
question whether we are not rapidly 
drifting toward a social condition 


where we havea public opinion which 
is not backed by..a public conscience. 
The calendars of our courts are crowd- 
ed with a sikeningly long list of men 
and women charged with every kind 
of crime from — gzing to gross and 
bestial murder. ere is no question 
as to the se Behe statutes under 
which they are tried, and, if convicted, 
these statutes provide sufficient pen- 
alties. But as a matter of fact, they 
are not to be'tried by these statutes. 
They are t6 be tried by public opinion. 


Juries are selected from our citizen- 
ship, and express in their judgments 
and verdicts that average moral stand- 
ard held by the people of the commu- 


nity. ‘They are inevitably the revela- 
tion of the average moral sentimegts 
and convictions of their environment. 
The outcome of many of the nation- 
wide advertised criminal trials of the 


sense of justice, and feeble conscious- | 
ness of social welfare, of society. 


A Sporting Proposition. 
- Before we begin blaming our laws, 
criticizing the police, or condemning 
our court procedures, we should ex- 


is back of them all. Our newspapers 
are always a sensitive reflection of 
public taste and attitudes. It is, to 
my mind, supremely significant that 
our papers dramatize with spotlight 
effectiveness the most horrible of these 
criminal proceedings. In this way, 
our public beeomes anh audience, the 
criminal the leading actor, supported: 
by judge and attorneys. The whole 
procedure is transformed from the se- 
rious purpose of a search for justice 
in the interest of public welfare, to 
that of an artificial stage setting for 
the entertainment of the public au- 
dience. For that reason, these trials 
depend for their results almost entire- 
ly upon the technique of the players. 
Doheny and Fall, posing in the center 
of the stage as “old pals,’ ’absorb the 
interest of the audience, of which the 
jury is only a representative, and the 
supremely important interest of the 
welfare of a nation is forgotten. 

In place of a public conscience, we 
have a widespread sentimentality, 
which is probably best expressed in 


the popular slogan, “be a sport.” 
Throughout well-nigh every phase of 
our social life, the edict has gone out 
that you must be a good sport. That 
demand has béen substituted too often 
for the demand, that you must be a 
good citizen, a good friend, or a good 
husband. When one coldly analyzes. 
the sentiment back of that demand, it 
is the slogan of the gambler. It is a 
dare to take a chance against conven- 
tional standards and legal require- 
ments. It is for this reason that if 
the criminal plays his part well the 
audience applauds, and the bootleg- 
ger, and even the murderer of his 
wife, may become a hero, 

An old prophet once said, “Woe 
unto them that call evil good and good 
evil.” I do not insist that we should 


keep necessarily the same moral code 
that our fathers and forefathers had. 
Every generation must, in some real 
sense, establish its own moral stand- 
ards. But the deadly danger which 
we face is the actual destruction of 
the moral code itself. I fear a moral 


blindness, an actual inability to make ; - 


a moral distinction. The issue before 
us is not so much what is right and 
what is wrong as the question whether 
there is such a thing as right and 
wrong. For the safety and salvation . 
of .civilization itself, we must redis- ~ 
cover the moral. distinction and puta

applause because of the medi- 

crity of speech in the Victorian 
drawing rooms and banqueting 
chambers? 

Whatever Macaulay's merits were 
it cannot be correctly said that theg 
shone by contrast. The circles in 
which he moved were renowned for 
their genius, learning, wit and hu- 
manness., If he was in many respects 
first among equals, as he was, this 
fact entitles him to your serious con- 
sideration. 

To be sure, his age had its draw- 
hacks, some of which took their pro- 
nounced form in him as one of its 
leaders. His philosophical views 


}were often superficial and he showed 


unfamiliarity with a few higher in- 
tellectual realms. But his general 
knowledge was unsurpassed and his 
owers of expression copious and 
oreeful. 

As a child in the nursery he told 
Hannah Moore, who inquired about 
bim after he had been scalded, that 
the agony had abated.” As a col- 
lege graduate his wers of memory 
were amazing.

In the course of time the writ- 


1 study is the growth of this subject. 


The subject matter of. arithmetic is 
always undergoing change and what 


4 may have been important 25 years ago 
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may be relatively unimportant today. 
due to socia] and industrial develop- 
ments. 

In days gone by arithmetic was 
taught for arithmetic’s sake and was 
more or less a barren, abstract subject 
Jacking motive or interest. It was 
taught becanse it was one of the three 
“Rs,” regardless of the needs of life. 

The purpose of education is to learn 
to do well those things which we need 
to do in life. The modern methods in 
arithmetic place the emphasis upon 
those problems which life will require 
and which are really essential to serve 
the needs of everyday life. 

Use of Arithmetic. 

The question arises as to how we 
shall know what arithmetic is actually 
used in Jife. Many scientific studies 
of the everyday uses of arithmetic 
have been made and the kind actually 
used in social and business activities 
of adults has been determined. The 
result has been that an effort has 
been made to teach the arithmetic that 


a 


is feally essential to serve the needs 
of everyday life. Many topics have 
gained or lost in importance bécause 
of social and industrial changes. 

Our aim in teaching the children of 
our city this subject has been not 
only to oo mathematical operar 
tions with speed and accuracy, but to 
think in terms of the general affair» 
of life. An effort is made ¢o cause 
the problems to grow out of the pu- 
pil’s own interest, thereby giving him 
a real desire and a motive for his 
work, We attempt *to make pupils 
happy in their work, thus insuring 
thorough work and right attitudes. 
We ‘lead them to work together as 
a cooperative social group, thereby 
creating as nearly as possible the 
same situation that the pupil‘ will 
meet in life. 

The teaching of arithmetie has been 
simplified in recent years by dropping 
from the course of study those topics 
which the pupils will seldom encoun- 
ter and stressing those that are most 
common in problems of business, in- 
dustry and the home.. Even kinder- 
garten children may be introduced to 
the simplest of these skills. Simple 
counting, such as number of children 
needed for a game, number of bottles 
of milk used, number of pupils absent, 
ete., are things the kindergarten child 
feels the need for in his activities. 
Number work is also an_ essential 
agency in developing obedience, punc- 
tuality, truthfulness, responsibility 
and many other virtues through the 
social activities. The work of the 
first two grades is informal with a 
hbeok in the hands of the teacher only. 
Number for the little child is lan- 
guage therefore number work is oral 
and has to do with the pupils’ activi- 
ties such as buying and selling in his 
play store, banking his money each 
week, planting ‘his school garden and 
in keeping his school calendar. 


Interest Based on Need, 
The pupil will be intensely inter- 


ested in the subject if he feels a need 
for it. There must be a demand cre-

of number and a desire to have. this 
knowledge. Much of the abstractness 
of the old style arithmetic has been 
done away with by means of these 


The aim of arithmetic is the same 
for all grades and geoups while ma- 
terials and metheds vary accorging to 
the abilities of the pupils. In the up- 
pe. elementary grades an attempt has 
been made to dequaint’ the student 
with arithmetic as it Is actually used 
in life. In his problems in banking, 
in his budget for the .schoo} kitchen, 
in his school percentages, in athletics 
and health recerds, in his building of 
puppet stages or real houses, he sees 
arithmetic no longer as an isolated 
subject, but one that grows out of his 
activities and he feels a definite need 
for fractions, long division, denomi- 
nate numbers, percentages, etc. 

Stanmtlardized tests have greatly 
benefited teachers, schools and school 
systems in the teaching of this sub- 
ject. By means of these the pupil's 
attainments, progress and needs are 
discovered and through drill work and 
practice materials his weaknesses are 
corrected. 


In conclusion I might say that our 
oné big aim in teaching this subject in 
the elementary school is to adapt it to 
the needs of everyday life. First, we 
attempt to arouse the pwpils’ interest 
and curiosity, thereby making them 


we endeavor to organize our instruc- 
tiun according to the abilities of the 
pupils. When you hear a child say, 
“IT like arithmetic.” you may feel as- 
sured that he is learning to da well 
those things which he will actually 
need to do in life.

ADVANCE PREDICTED 


A. H. Geuting, president of the Na- 
tional Shoe Retailers’ association, Sat- 
urday issued a statement to the re- 
tailers of the United States, the key- 
note of which was that the retail 
price of shoes throughout the country 
must inevitably advance to maintain 
the same quality. 

Mr. Geuting pointed out that while 
there is a constant increase in the 


crease of 10 per cent in the last dec- 
ade in the United States alone, that 
the United States will suffer more 
than any other country through the 
scarcity of leather since in our coun- 
try, the head of cattle has decreased 
33 1-3 per cent. 

“Just put two and two together,” 
Mr. Getting said, “and you have four. 
One year ago there was a visible stock 
of 12,000,000 hides in the United 
States, today the visible stock has de- 
creased to 3,000,000. 

“Demand is increasing proportion- 
ately with the increasing population 
here in America, but further than this, 
the demand is also increasing in Eu- 
rope where in .the poorer countries, 
wooden shoes and shoes of straw, par- 
ticularly in tropical districts, are being 
increasingly abandoned in favor of 
leather foot wear. 

“More than this, there is an in- 
creasing demand in the same ratio in 
all those trades that employ leather 
as raw material for the manufacture 
of such things as belts, bags, sport

No man realized this difficulty more 
clearly or faced it more courageously 
than Henry W. Grady. As an orator 
of the matchless southern order of 
Alexander H. Stephens, John C. Cal- 
houn and Robert Y. Hayne, he spoke 
of southern problems from Dallas, Tex- 
as, to Boston, Mass. As a journalist, 
and particularly in his. all-too-bricf 
editorship of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, he worked untiringly for a new 
south, seeking to interpret the south

when feeling threatenéd to rule out 
reason. Even im this controversial 
period his death was proclaimed in the 
north as a national calamity. 

If Grady could return today, he

Evolution of Journalism. 

The evolution of journalism in its! 
mechanical organization is represented | 
by the transition from the old hand 
press, cherished relic of the infancy of 
printing. to the modern rotary power 
press, gigantic engine of mechanical 
power. In social organization the soli- 
tary editor, picturesque 
frills and wig, with his faithful pen 
and ink pot, has given place to the 
city editor in conference with his many 
reporters, whose ever-ready typewrit- 
ers stand obedient to a more intricate 
and more rapid journalism of the 
present. 4 

Personality, ever the most effective 
agent of constructive journalism, is 
given a foremost place in the book- 
plate. The group chosen here is rep- 
resentative of journalistic progress in 
its various aspects and relationships. 
Foremost is Walt Whitman, journal- 
ist, poet, protagonist of freedom of 
speech and of the press, ideals cher- 
ished by Americans, but so difficult 
of attainment. Whitman is not of 
the south, but in a pectliar sense of 
America. In his journalistic achieve- 
ments, however, the *south may lay 
claim to him, for some of his best work 
in this field was done in New Orleans. 

Kidgar Allan Poe, son of the old 
south, pride now of the new nation.

_'Hahn Breaks World’s Record; Cornell Wins 
AT AUGUSTA 


Cornell Grabs Early Lead To . oie 


Win Annual I. C. A. 
A. A. A. Games.

(Associated Press Sports Editor.) 
New York, March 3.—()—Lloyd 

Hahn, rugged Boston A. A. star, ran 
the greatest half-mile in track history 
tonight, shattering the world’s indoor 
record as well as surpassing the out- 
door mark by winning a special race 
in 1:512-5 in connection with the 
I. C. A. A. championship games held 
here, 

Hahn’s performance smashed _ to 
smithereens the 24-year-old indoor 
mark of 1:543-5, made on March 19, 
1904, at Buffalo, N. Y. It also sur- 
passed the outdoor record of 1:51 3-5, 
established at Stamford Bridge, Lon- 
don, in 1926, by Dr. Otto Peltzer. 

Dr. Peltzer, the German champion, 
was a spectator tonight. as Hahn cir- 
cled the fast intercollegiate track four 
times in probably the greaiest race of 
his career. 

Hahn had two opponents in his spe- 
cial attack on time, but he ran the 
last three laps virtually alone after 
Sam Martin, of the Boston A. A., had 
set the pace for the first furlong. Pin- 
kie Sober, the third starter, withdrew 
under the hot pace, but Martin stuck 
to the finish, coming in 30 yards be- 
hind the flving Hahn. 

, Long Standing. 

Hahn clipped the long standing in- 

door record, made by Eli Parson, of 
Yale, by three and one-fifth seconds. 
This feat was all the more remark- 
able in view of the fact that Parson 
set the record, which had resisted at- 
tacks for so long, in a relay race. 
Relay marks no longer are consider- 
ed for individual records, 
- Hahn surpassed. Paggon’s mark in 
his first race this wiffter, in Brook- 
lyn; but it was not allowed because 
the track failed to have the required 
inside border. 

The sturdy’ Nebraskan was fit as 
a racehorse tonight. His eclubmate, 
Martin, was in the race simply to 
furnish early pace and he did it by 
stepping the first 220 yards in 26 1-2 
seconds. Martin dropped back short- 
ly afterward as Hahn, his swift pace 
unchecked, shot to the front. While 
the crowd of six thousand stood and 
cheered, Hahn steadily widened the 
yap between himself and Martin as 
he scored his finishing thrust against 
time, 

“Rasy.” 

“Tt was an easy race,” said Hahn 
afterwards, “I felt as fresh as a daisy 
afterward. I knew the track was 
lightning fast and felt I could get 
that record.” 

Hahn's furlong times, after taking 
the lead from Martin, were 54 1-5 
seconds for the quarter, 1:22 for 660 
vards and 1:51 2-5 for the half. He 
abandoned his previous plan to con- 
tinue on to 1,000 yards. 

Mr. Pletver was high in his praise 
of Hahn’s fast feat and expressed the 
hope that he and the American would 
hook up in the Olympic 800 meters 
and stage a record-breaking duel. The

The general run of college ath- 
lete has performed brilliantly at 
some high school before he goes 
to college. The Phillips boys not 
only performed well in high school 
but they scintillated.. It was on 
the Florence, Miss., High school 
team, 

No we had never heard of Florence, 
either. Not until we began: investi- 
ating the past record of the two. Ole 
Miss stars. It develops that Florence, 
if you count the expected births for 
the next ten years, has a population 
of something like 200 souls. But back 
in 1924-25 the town put out a basket- 
ball team that only one or two in the 
country could beat. 

The team played outdoors, on 
the’ ground. No hardwood floor, 
especially constructed for the best 
interests of basketball. Cary and 
Ary weren't quite as large then 
as they are now. Nor were any 
of the other members much larger. 
The team’s uniform consisted of 

maroon jerseys. khaki pants and a 
baseball cap. Each man wore his cap 
in every game, bill to the back. Cary 
played his regular position of for- 
ward and Ary at guard. In the same 
way they played in those four tourna- 
ment games here. Work of such cal- 
iber enabled the Florentines to defeat 
everything in Mississippi available in 
the way of opposition. ' 

Then the boys were invited to 
the national high school tourna- 
ment in 1924, held yearly at Chi- 
cago. They went. Upon reaching 
Chicago and the tournament, the 
boys kept on going until the semi- 
finals were reached. ‘There they 
were defeated but were the talk 
of the town before they did go 
back to Florence to tell the home 
folks of the big city. 

Came 1925 and another basketball 
season. The Florence team was in- 
tact, so far.as having Cary and Ary 
was involved. So. the team went to 
the tournament in 1925 and this time 
went_as far as the final round, before 
being eliminated. , 

That year marked the end of 
high school days for the twins so 
they trekked,up. to Oxford to enter 
the university. They created quite 
a ripple during thé freshman year.

His rotund form, once the feared 
sight of countless southern golfers, 
How ambles around the golf course in 
the fashion that behooves a man who 
has walked the heights, who has tasted 
often of the championship beverage 
and who is now cogtent to.let others 
show the way while he basks in the 
glory of yesteryear. 

‘ War Horse. 


Yet the old war hotse of a hundred 
tournaments and a thousand battles 
made one dyihg gasp just two weeks 
ago. Gathered his totterin;: form tu- 
gether for one Herculean effort and 
by one gigantic and inspired endeavor 
wrote his name once more on Atlan- 
ta's golfing scroll of fame. How did 
he do it? By getting a two at num- 
ber three at East Lake. You will im- 
mediately inquire, “What is so re- 
markable about that?’ 

Fellow citizens, this is what that 
two at number three meant. It 
meant that Chick Ridley’s ringer score 
over the East Lake course computed 
since the mind of man runneth nou. 
to the contrary was exactly 46, that 
this figure topped the ringer score of 
Robert Tyre Jones by one shot and 
that until the said Robert Tyre Jones 
nicks one stroke off his carl the name 
of Decatur’s favorite golfing son will 
stand in ringgr circles above that of 
the Iron Duke. 

Up to two weeks ago, when Chiek 
got his deuce at number three, he and 
Bobby were tied for the ringer hon- 
ors at East Lake. But now the Brit- 
ish open and American amateur cham- 
pion is trailing the ancient Chick by 
one etroke. Whether he will take 
the lead during the coming months 
rests upon the kneés of the golfing 
gods. But what is known is that 
Chick Ridley leads in ringer score the 
greatest golfer of the age. 


Comparison. 

A comparison of the cards shows 
that Chick has made three of the 
holes in one while the Iron Duke has 
but one of this variety to his credit. 
Babby, however, gains a stroke on 
Chick at number séven where his 
deuce looms against Chick’s three, 
Both have made number 11 in one 
stroke. Chick's other holes in one 
were the second and eighteenth.

From this it can be seen that they 
are tied at 23 for the first nine, while 
their cards for the second side are 
identical save for the eighteenth hole. 

Those knowing the hardships to be 
encountered on the Kast Lake course 
may well marvel at the sight of that 
46 and 47. 

It may be that the cryptic sentence, 
“Ridley wins,” will never be flashed 
over a southern telegraph wire. It 
may be that the pride of Decatur will 
never even grace the charmed circle 
of the finalists.. It may be that a 
cruel fate, slightly aided by Father 
Time, will prevent the name Ridley 
from being in that select group known 
as the semi-finalists. But whatever 
the future may hold cannot dim or 
tarnish the present glory of leading 
the world’s greatest golfer in ringer 
score over his own course.

In both of those 
years the California chop-stroke ar- 
tist was ranked No. 2 on the Ameri- 
can wothen’s list, in 1925 below Miss 
Wills and 1926 under Mrs. Molla B. 
Mallory, who defeated Miss Ryan in 
a desperately fought final-round 
match for the national championship 
at Forest Hills. 

Miss Ryan is the only woman play- 
er in the world who has twice de- 
feated Helen Wills since the Berke- 
ley girl gained championship heights.

Chicago, March 3.—(#)—Including 
prospective reduction of United States 
winter wheat acreage, it now appears 
probable that the world’s winter wheat 
acreage will be smaller than last year. 


In this connection, latest unofficial 
trade estimate® indicate that the new 
domestic winter wheat crop in. the 
wentral west shows a condition deeline 
of as much as 31 points sinte Decem- 
ber 1, and a heavy falling-off like- 
wise compared with a. year ago. 

Largely as a result of such cim- 
cumstances, the wheat market this 
pees was 5-8 cent to 1 1-4 cents 

bushel higher for the week, whereas 
corh was 1-4 to 3-8 cent off to 3-4 
cent up; oats varying from 1-8 to 1-4 
cent declines to 1 7-8 cents advance, 
and provisions at 20 cents te 52 cents 
gain, 

So numerous are complaints about 
winter killing of new wheat east of 
the Mississippi, that a majority of 
traders much of the time of late have 
favored the buying sides of the wheat 
market, notwithstanding general rec- 
ognition that it is yet early for the 
Annual crop scare period. One rea- 
son is that crop difficulties in the 
United States this spring are appar- 
ently being paralleled in European 
countries as a result of abnormal 
weather, especially absence of snow 
protection throughout ‘a big sweep of 
territory. . 

On the other hand, figures current 
here today- indicate that at present 
the United States stock of wheat in 
all’ positions, including supplies in 
country mills and elevators, is 21,.000,- 
000 bushels more than last year. How- 
ever, disappearance of wheat so far 
this season is 31,000,000 bushels 
above a ten-year average. Mean- 
while, Argentine wheat exports are 
still on a large scale, but as a rule 
trade authorities continue to look for 
liberal purchases both of wheat and 
rye by important countries the re- 
majnder of the season. 

Poise in corn values is related a 
good deal to the fact that the corn 
market now is much higher than was 
the case earlier in the season. No- 
tice, though, is also being taken that 
the crest of the winter movement of 
hogs appears to be over. 

Action of the oats market is chiefly 
explained by knowledge that the total 
domestic supply of oats is the smallest 
since 191%, 

In the provision market, the out- 
standing feature is that lard export 
and domestic demand both are good.

The purpose of the 
Student Aid Foundation is to give to 
gitils striving for an education loans 
which enable them to go to the col- 
lege of their choice. and the loan is 
paid back out of their first earnings. 
The Student Aid justifies its existence 
in the record it has made. It oper- 


-ates to stimulate the girl to her best 


endeavors in her school work and in 
promptly returning the loan, so as to 
pass on to some other deserving girl 
the benefits she has had. Failure in 
payment rarely occurs. The manage- 
ment of the foundation has been cn- 
trusted to an incorporated board of 
trustees composed of responsible busi- 
ness men. The Student 
tee appointed by the president of the

investigates applications, recommends 
loans, collects outstanding indebted- 


ness and keeps in touch with those to 
whom loans have been made. 
Student Loan Books. 

The books show since 1908 some 
$5,288.25 has been loaned to 334 
girls. Each year between $6,000 and 
$10,000 is loaned. Last year 33 new 
loans were granted, 42 girls were in 
school, fifteen of these received di- 
plomas and begin payment of loans 
this fall. A large number of applica- 
tions could not be granted for lack of 
funds. The schools attended last 
year were Twelfth District A. & M., 
Valdosta Normal, Athen 
mal, State College of Agriculture, Y. 
W. ©. A.. New York: Columbia uni- 
versity, N. Y.; Teachers college, N;

Mrs. R. G. Braselton, of Brasel- 
ton, ninth district chairman of pub- 
lic welfare issues a’plan for a health 
campaign through her district. She 
Says: 

“Health being the first division and 
one of great importance because of 
the many vistas open to improvement, 
gives this division an _ unlimited 
source of work for those wishing to 
raise the health standard in our com- 
munities. It is well in carrying out 
plans for this work to be closely af- 
filiated with out state organizations 
in-order to derive benefit from their 
wide experience and investigations 
into these problems. Mrs. Hudson, 
the state chairman of public welfare, 
proposes to make a statewide Muay 
day health survey, by having the larg- 
est club in each couhty make a study 
of health conditions in their respec- 
tive counties, reporting their findings 
hy March 1, so that jndges may re- 
port by May day. This May day 
health campaign, originated by the 
national health organization, of which 
Mr. Hoover is president, has planned 
an all-year round health program, end- 
ing in a May day health celebration. 
This work has been started by issuing 
material covering the subject in every 
district in the state. 

“In order to bring our district up 
to the highest health standard and 
spare our children the great suffering 
caused from contagious diseases, we 
recommend the adoption of .the Ellis 
health Jaw in every county.

Bringing into the Sunday school 
of the First Christian church more 


than 100 children not affiliated with |. 


any other Sunday school and many 
of whom had never been to Sunday 
school at all is part of the work be- 
ing accomplished by Miss Vista Black, 
former missionary’to China, a staunch 
member of the First Christian church. 

Her report made before the Busi- 
ness Woman’s circle at its meeting) 
Monday night, February 20, shows the 
following interesting facts: 140 chil- 
dren were brought into the Sunday 


1, 1928, mostly from homes in the vi- 
cinity of the church where no ap- 
parent effort was made to send them 
to anv Sunday school. Of these 14 
were Greeks and two Jews. Of the 
140 there are now 50 in the Sunday 
school of First church. Fifty have 
either moved from Atlanta or out of 
reach of the church. Of the remain- 
ing 40, 25 whose parents were mem- 
bers of other churches have gone with 
their children to their own Sunday 
schools. Fifteen have dropped out be- 
cause of indifference of the children 
and their parents. 

Through Miss Black's .fforts and 
the assistance of members of the wom- 
an’s council, clothing and shoes have 
been provided for 30 of these children 
who could not otherwise have attend- 
ed Sunday school. The problem of 
getting these children to Sunday school 
and home again has been well taken 
care of by several members with cars. 

The results of such a work cannot 
be told briefly but suffice it to say 
not a few of these homes have shown 
a change of heart and a deeper in- 
terest in the Christian life throngh 
the better influence of the Sunday 
school. ‘3

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The Peasants Are the Real Masters of the Russian Situation

convinced—that in spite of 

the feigned and real terrors 

inspired by the great bug-bear word 

‘“‘Bolshevism’’— we are simply at 
*‘Thermidor” again. 

For us today—for those of us who 
read Taine and Carlyle in a comfor- 
the end of the Reign of Terror in the 
history of the French Revolution. 
But for the Frenchmen who lived 
when Marat and Robespierre met 
their natural and fatal ends, “Ther- 
midor did not seem so sunny. De- 
portations, executions, violence and 
terrors of every sort went on during 
‘Thermidor’— and for a relatively 
long period. The waves are slow to 
quiet down after a tempest. 

What wonder if ‘‘Thermidor’’ is 
going to be much longer in Russia? 
In historical events there is a strict 
relation between time and size. Ten 
vears Of revolution in little France 
may. well become fifty vears in end- 
less Russia. It is—in parentheses— 
with this thesis :n mind that we find 
the patience to ‘eave to our grandsons 
the privilege of assisting at the re- 
birth of a new China. 


That there is going to be a change 
in Soviet Russia, even superficial ob- 
servers have begun to suspect in re- 
cent weeks which have bfought news 
of a duel between Stalin and Trotzky, 
between the men in power and the 
‘“‘pure’’ in the Opposition. 


But do not let ns waste time in 
studying the Russian polemics of last 
December and January around the 
Kremlin, and the subsequent events. 
The Kremlin was worth studying 
when it was inhabited by Lenin, or 
even by Trotzky. The group of men 
who now dominate Russia are able 
to retain power only by all kinds of 
police mesures, by exiling their ene- 
mies or putting them in prison. — In- 
tellectually speaking, they do _ not 
awaken the least interest. 

In sp:te of the Red atmosphere, it 
is the old Russian story that is still 
going on. . 

What else did Trotzky try in vain 
to do, a few weeks ago, when he 
attacked Stalin and the other men in 
power, than to repeat what later on, 
Lenin did to Kerensky. 

The only difference, probably, con- 
sisis in this: that Staiin and his com- 
rades who now govern Russia, are 
resolved to offer from the Kremlin, 
a much mgre serious resistance to any 
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attack than the Czar offered to Keren- 
sky, or later on, Kerensky offered to 
Lenin. To be in power by chance, 
and to know ‘that to be out of power 
means expiation, removes the happy 
alternative of a resignation. Dicta- 
tors of this sort are not “in power;” 
they are simply entrenched in power. 

It was probably the knowledge of 
Stalin’s enforced determination to re- 
sist attack that, ten weeks age, led 


‘men like Zinoviev (the reputed author 


of the pretended Red letter which 
won the last British general election 
for the Conservatives) to show them- 
selves quite willing to eat humble pie 
in order to get readmitted into the 
circle of the government’s friends. 

Was Zenoviev sincere? Or are he 
and his friends secretly going on plot- 
ting—as Russians have it in their 
hlood to do—in the dark mysteries 
of the famous ‘‘Podpolie,”’ the un- 
translatable word which characterized 
for decades the secret undermining 
power in Old Russia? But that ques- 
tion would lead us into the labyrinths 
ot Oriental intrigue, where we could 
only use guesswork. 

Now, if we want to look briefly at 
the factors of Russian life and Russian 
evolution, it is better to put to one 
side the government and. the strug- 
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gles around the government, and sim- 
ply study this: The present state of 
mind of the peasants—and their re- 
ciprocal force and position. These, 
and nothing else, are the elements 
which will sway the future. 


What are the relations between the 
masses of Russian workmen and the 
Soviet government? 

Let us begin by stating the real 
numerical proportion of the workmen 
to the rest of the Russian people, on 


the one side, and to the Commiunist 


party, which actually dominates that 
people, on the other. 

The Russian workmen constitute a 
maximum of 15,000,000 in 4 total of 
130,000,000 Russians, now practical- 
ly all peasants. The Communist 
party, which had no more than 30,- 
000 adherents when in 1917 it came 
to power, actually has grown to 800,- 
000 members. Indeed, it might have 
increased to millions, as always hap- 
pens when a country has fallen to 
such a low level that one may be sure 
of some measure of personal safety 
only by being a member of the domi- 
nant party. However, the Communist 
party still has less than 1,000,000 
members, but certainly not because of 
lack of applicants. . The reason lies 
in their traditional respect for an old 
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formula. of Lenin’s which prescribed 

“quality, not quantity.” _ Be the qual- 
ity bad or good, in a communist 
sense, the fact is that admissions into 
the party are still relatively slow. 

Of the 800,000 members of the 
Communist party today, only about 
350,000 are workmen or ex-work- 
men, the others being ex-bourgeois, 
assumed workmen, and, in the low- 
est portion, peasants. 

There are books in America and 
Europe that describe’ the privations 
and sufferings ef the Russian work- 
‘men. The description is exact, the 
toloriny is not overdone, but the books 
are false. Why? Because they -do 
not say a word about the real feeling 
of the workmen, which is still a sort 
of religious, unshaken faith in Com- 
munism. 


Let.us state the truth as it is. The 
Russian workmen have—or, to be 
more exact, they have had, up till 
now—a profound belief that in spite 
of tragic deceptions, the Leninist for- 
mula, a ‘‘proletariat’s dictatorship.”’ is 
the key to the enchanting world of 
their hopes. 


This formula they find repeated 
everywhere they go in a hundred dif- 
ferent forms. At evening meetings, 


at the mew free open-air theaters, at. 


_ the ‘‘movies,” they are constantly 
lulled by the same refrain: “Is it not 
the Russian proletariat alone that 
rules the destinies of a great country? 
Where in the world except in-Russia 
do the bourgeois and ex-bourgeois 
tremble .and bow before a real work- 
man? 
imperial palaces turned into homes 
for old workmen?” 

The Russian workman does not yet 
seem tired of such- courtly flattery. 
_And, like the old guests of the im-’ 
perial palaces in the Crimea, now 
turned into rest houses for old pro- 
letarians, he ‘readily listens: to the 
pleasant lullaby. 
that today he is suffering, but he 
tightens his belt and hopes that to- 
morrow everything will turn out all 
right. 

There is—and those who are un- 
able to see it are to be pitied—some 
moral nobility in their thinking and 
saying, as they often do, that it is for 
their sons that they wait; that it is 
their sons who will be happy and free 
in his life. It is the mystic nature of 
the Russian soul, with its longing for 
- suffering, that makes this possible. It 
is with a sort of religious ardor that 
the working classes of Leningrad and 
Moscow believe themselves to be the 
vanguard‘of a new world, of a happier 
humanity. When they suffer they 
- find some consolation in thinking that 
through what they are enduring they 
advance the blessed days of universal 
happiness—the happiness of all the 
slaves and pariahs in the west and in 
the east. 

This feeling may fade; it already is 
beginning to fade. But to have de- 
liberately ignored it, not to have taken 
it into account at all, is simply to re- 
peat the errors of the British and the 
Germans during the French revolu- 
tion. . They believed they could dis- 

se of it with a simple definition— 

igands. 


It is strange that such a psycho- 
‘Jogical factor should take place in a 
country where the historical material- 
ism of Marx should be the official 
truth and that this fact has been de- 
nied or not understood in the coun- 
tries and among peoples where the 
boast of a richer spiritual life is more 
frequent. 

All the Kremlin schemings for 
Communist propaganda abroad, from 
England to China, probably have 
arisen primarily from the necessity 
that the Bolshevik leaders feel, for 
giving some food, some hope, some

religiqusly ex- 
pectant troops of the Russian work- 
ing classes. All this propaganda 
abroad has brought upon the Rus- 
Sians endless complications and hu- 
miliations, At the Kremlin they are 
Shrewd enough to have foreseen all 
this, but they were obliged to get into 
trouble, as they did with the Chinese 
last January, in order to satisfy the 
workmen. 

To. satisfy them to the end the 
Soviet government would have been 
obliged, when faced by cases like the 
recent ejection of all Soviet consuls 
from China to demand apologies, to 
threaten reparations. 

Nothing of the kind has been done. 
At most, 
a few strong diplomatic notes—but 
these only for home consumption... 
What makes the Russian government 
feeble and uncertain is that an oppos- 
ing force faces the workman and 
places the Kremlin between two an- 
tagonistic tendencies. This powerful 
element, so antithetic to the work- 
man, is—the peasant. 

The peasants were “communist” 
after the revolution; or, to be more 
exact; they seemed ‘“‘communist”’ 
when it was a question of driving the 
old proprietors out of their estates. It 
was a repetition of what has taken 
place in peasant movements in many 
countries, from certain ancient revolts 
in China to the ‘“‘jacqueries’”’ of old 
royalist France. 

The phenomenon seemed more 
formidable in Russia only because the 
peasant movement identified itself— 
in time and methods—with the Lenin 
coup. To tell the truth—and his is 
a point whose meaning has no little 
importance in the understanding of 
the "Russian revolution—the Russian 
peasant had begun, even before the 
advent “of Bolshevism, to seize the 


lands and to slay his baron, frequently 
to slay him and, in the Russian way,’ 
at the Same time.

When Lenin grasped power, he sim- 
ply put into words what the peasants 
had already begun to put into deeds. 
That is why the peasant supported 
Lenin, but without giving any serious 
attention to his theories. 

The same phenomenon took place 
when they victoriously opposed the 
Wrangle and Denekin expeditions— 
they did not so much obey orders 
from Moscow as their own instincts, 
which put them on guard against 
young White Russian officers, the 
sons of the land owners they had slain 
some months before. 

On the morrow of the World War 
I was in Constantinople as High Com- 
missioner. As soon as the Italian of- 
ficers attached to the general staff -of 
the White Army reported to me -that 
many of the Russian officers had or- 
ganized small raids upon property 
that once had belonged to them, hop- 
ing to take it away from the sons of 
their old serfs, I realized at once— 
and said so to leaders of the Entente— 
that the White Russian expeditions 
were doomed to failure. 

But even Lenin had his big failure 
with the peasants. 

Thinking himself all-powerful, he 
cried in a famous speech: 

“The peasants ask to be free to sell 
their grain. This freedom means also 
the freedom to speculate. Why do 
they not understand that it is impos- 
sible for us to allow that? It would 
be the end of our revolution. We 
Shall never agree; we would rather 
die than yield on this essential point.” 

Fhe peasants said—or, rather, 
thought—in their turn: ‘‘The land is 
ours but the grain is yours; the 
meadows are ours, but the hay is 
yours.”” They drew their conclusions. 
The result was the terrible famine 
which caused the death of so many 
millions of Russians. Hardly half of 
the Russian soil had been cultivated. 

Lenin had sworn to die rather than 
ia veld. He thoucht better of it, and 
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he preferred to yield without dying. 

Among the peasants—who are, the 
Same everywhere—one finds little re- 
ligious ardor for the new ideas—that 
religious ardor which still exists so 
strongly among the workmen. I my- 
self, in Siberia some months ago, 
heard an old peasant say: 

“The Bolsheviki say that-we may 
suffer now, but it is our sons who will 
be happy. Well, we gained more 
with our old Pope. He used to tell us 
that we may suffer now, but that we 
will be happy in Paradise. It was al- 
ways a-gain for ourselves.”’ 


_Simce Lenin’s capitulation to the 
peasants, they have continued to gain 
strength. The taxation system has 
been changed to meet their fancies. 
They have been acknowledged the 
proprietors of their houses. The land 
division has been made according to 
rules that leave the state only a 
theoretical right of property; the pea- 
sants know that they are now the real 
masters of their fields. They even 
become rich; the kulak is already to 
be found in almost every village; and 
the kulak is nothing else than the 
shrewd peasant who hires cheap labor 
to work his fields, and who usually 
has a big account at the bank of the 
neighboring town. The picturesque 
work, kulak, means ‘“‘closed fist.” 

Now that he finds himself master of 
the land, the peasant is, naturally, 
much more of a conservative than 
anything else. The same thing hap- 
pened in France when the paysans— 
of whose terrible condition under the 
ancien regime some striking sketches 
are preserved in La Bruyere’s classical 
pages—became, with the Revolution, 
the proprietors of the “Biens Na- 
tionaux.”’ 


The Moscow theorists bow prudent- 
ly to this new reality, unpleasant as 
it is for their dogmas. Recently the 
“Pravda’”’ explained with a distinguo 
not unworthy of the finest traditions 
of the Jesuits, that a peasant still re- 
mains ‘‘ a good member of the Com- 
munistic proletariat,’ even when he 
employs “‘temporary” workmen dur- 
ing harvest time: Other Communists 
go farther, and, at least with more in- 
tellectual honesty, admit that the cre- 
ation of a class of well-off peasants 
must be favored, as it. may constitute 
the economic backbone of Russia. 


Well and good. But Stolypin, the 
last of the great statesmen of imperial 
Russia, had this very thing in view, 
and nothing else. Of course, as al- 
ways happens everywhere, Stolypin, 
in his efforts to save Russian society, 
was always hindered by the very 
classes which he wanted to save, and 
which, “conservative” as they style 
themselves, are so often the best un- 
conscious allies of — revolutionary 
movements. 

The leaders of Soviet Russia in or- 
der to please the workmen, are now 
bound to make a noisy show of propa- 
gandist zeal abroad, in Europe and in 
Asia, but probably not in America, 
where they are too eager to arrange 
loans. In China, where they have 
been strong only in appearance (the 
Chinese simply used them for their 
own ends, but always’ mistrusted 
them) thev underwent a definite de- 
feat in January. The Canton Com- 
munists were killed by the tens of 
thousands and all the Soviet agents 
were expelled. This is the result of 
the last Bolshevik putsch in China, 
which was plotted, not because Stalin 
wished it, but as a move of home pol- 
icy. In Moscow they wanted a suc- 
cess of which to boast in their con- 


gress, so that they might be able to 
meet Trotzky’s violent criticisms. 
They faited. Even the Russian vice 
consul was killed in Canton, but the

VERY one in England feels to- 
day that the death of the 
Earl of Oxford and Asquith 
has severed the link binding 
us to the past. It is not only 
a man who has gone; but a 

generation. For Lord Asquith has left 

no successor. We are now men. 

He stood for the type of public 
servant and party leader which the 
Swirling tides and hectic business of 
our. time have discarded. He never 
yielded to the mad pace which our 
public life has assumed, to its sleep- 
less agitations and never ending con- 
cerns which have invaded the repose 
of the mind and the leisure of work. 
He belonged to the days when our 
statesmen drank port and read the 
Classics in their proper tongues and 
spent their week-ends in_ leisurely 
fashion and spoke in rounded, sonor- 
Ous periods. 

| had been in the House of Com- 
mons with him since 1906, and with 
the exception of one Home Rule issue 
and its consequent Parliamentary 
moves—like the Parliament act—lI 
rarely agreed with him. Only once 
did I sit by his side. That was when 
the opposition was divided between 
the Liberals and ourselves in the short 
Parliament of 1923. 

But there was a bigness. about the 
man which made strong political dif- 


ferences appear insignificant and 
which always commanded homage 
and respect. His mighty intellect 
seemed cold and formal. One’s 


heart was never warmed at its fires. 
But his steadied head and invigorated 
solid faculties divided the truth from 
error and clothed his thoughts and 
arguments in diction of Roman de- 
meanor. 

Asking myself now what it was 
that marked him out among our pub- 
lic men, and reviewing the years | 
have been with him for an answer, 
there can be no doubt about the reply. 
It was the dignity of his mind. 

They say—and, indeed, facts prove 
it—that those who were admitted to 
the privacy of his life were bound to 
him by loyalties that defied both 
time and fortune. His wealth of con- 
versation, his good humor, his genial 
humanity that. dwelt beneath the 
mask he wore, his easy-going tol- 
erance, his catholicity, made him one 
of those rare beings—a genial and 
enduring friend. He was a shy man, 
however, a man whose doors were not 
wide open to any one who cared to 
enter them—a man who was not one 
of those ‘‘hail fellow, well met’’ crea- 
tures, whose smile means nothing and 
whose hand is no bond. He was ever 
a man who met strangers with a chill- 
ing greeting that frequently seemed 
like a rough growl or a snap. Amd as 
a result few came to sit on his easy 
chairs where, amid the whirling 
smoke, they could find and enjoy the 
real man. 

One night | sat beside him at the 
talde of a rich young man whom he 
had taken to his bosom. 
a troublesome day for him in the 
House of Commons. Mr. Andrew 
Bonar Law had been rudely insulting. 
It was at the time of the Parliament 
bill. I saw that he was disturbed, but 
not one word of what had happened 
crossed his lips. One would have 
thought he was a pleasant man of the 
world, without a care ruffing his mind. 
Often have I wondered why it was 
that the man who revealed himself to 
me that night was so little known 
among those who shared his Parha- 
mentary life, who fought with him in 
his daily battles. 

For, indeed, like all men who cared 
for the joys of the cultured life, who 
live in tradition and who valwe the 
spacious, sonorous harmonies, he was 
what it called a man of the world, 
whose eve sparkled with a merry, 
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knowing twinkle, and whose laugh re- 
vealed the deep wells of enjoyment 
within. 

But in public he was apart. He 
often went through the division lob- 
bies without turning to the right or to 
the left. - With a short, rapid step, he 
went down the corridors without a 
glance of recognition. In the House 
of Commons itself, he gave the im- 
pression of a mountain standing alone, 
high over the surrounding hills, and 
holding communion not with them, 
but with the stars—or perhaps with 
himself. 


There are two kinds of magical 
oratory. There is the spark'ing gush 


of thought aud feeling upon which 
the lights of imagination and emotion 
flash and play. That type overwhelms 
with its force, blinds by its bril- 
liance. But that was not his kind of 
oratory. His was the slow-moving, 
majestic mass that flows in a steady, 
impervious flood without a ripple 


upon its surface. Sometimes it was 
formal, sometimes it was dead, some- 
times we speculated, as it rolled along, 
what would be the second or third 
adjective or adverb he would string 
to his substantive verbs. But the next 
morning it read like a piece of pure, 
finished literature. If he didn’t al- 
ways speak well, he always read well. 
The speeches— certainly parts of 
them which he made in the early 
days of the war are worthy of being 
placed alongside the best ever spoken 
by an Athenian tongue. 

His argument was always a struc- 
ture, never a formless heap of rea- 
sons. He built up his case line upon 
line, precept upon precept—and when 
it was finished it was fair to look 
upon. In that controversy of the 
Titans which raged around protec- 
tion between 1904 and 1906, his pro- 
tection was easily the most destruc- 
tive. The light nature of Mr. Winston 
Churchill George gave life and popu-

lar interest to the conflict, but Mr. 
Asquith gave forth the heavy, smash- 
ing metal that shattered the founda- 
tions, the politics and the economics 
of the Tariff Reform League. 


He was a leader who a.d not court 
cheering popularity, but who was re- 
warded with well established confi- 
dence who cared little for the pub- 
licity or the rewards of demagogy, but 
who cared for solid work firmly done, 
who lived in, not upon, the surface 
of things. He did not enjoy the lust 
of battle. He fought because he had 
to fight. But when he went into bat- 
tle he went through it sturdily. He 
was not nimble; he was slow. But 
you knew where he was. And there- 
fore he was not always a successful 
leader. Lighter qualities in public life 
not infrequently got the better of him 
and at last he had to lay down his 
staff of authority and retire to the 
House of Lords and to the lawns along 
the banks of the Thames at Sutton 
Courtney. There he taught us the 
dignity and beauty of a calm mind 
sheltered by its own self respect from 
the blurting, noisy winds that blew 
strong. 

When he entered politics he be- 
longed to tie radical school of social 
reformers. The first tinge of social- 
ism was appearing like a flush of pink

A day and a half later they arrived 
at Peshawar, just as morning.came 
out of the east with the young sun 
gild'ng the carved struts of Kabul 
gate, spiking a crimson diadem across 
the snowy face of the lower H!m- 
alayas, shooting a glimmering, yel- 
low wedge of light down the length 
of the Khybar pass, straight into the 
stony entrails of Afghanistan.

The Khybar pass receives much 
less publicity than the Prince of 
Wales. Yet it is considerably more 
important to Great Britain than his 
royal highness. Indeed, should the 
English be forced to choose between 
the two they would not hesitate. 

They would say: 

“Help yourself to the prince. Take 
Australia and Queen Mary for good 
measure and the London Tower and 

. you care for half a dozen first 
class battle cruisers? Very well. 
Take them, too. But leave us the

For those few rugged, bleak miles 
are a pistol aimed straight at-the heart 
of India—a pistol that means safety 
to the British as long as it is in their 
hands, and catastrophe were they to 
relinquish it for a single moment;

But 
just a tight little parochial island, oc- 
cupied with cricket and football and 
the small beer of local politics and 
inter-denominational quarrels. 

“The Khybar tomorrow,” said Mo- 


hindar Singh to the young sultana as © 


he led her to a waiting carriage. 
“Everything is ready—horses, camels, 
guides, servants, tents. In the mean- 
time, my humble house is yours.”

“When I was a boy,” he says, “I lived in a 
part of Kentucky where the Moundbuilders 
flourished in times past. Boylike, I used to 
erub around these mounds a lot.

“So long after the last of my collection of 
birds’ eggs had been smashed and the last 
stamp had been raffled off and the last chromo 
cicarette actress had been traded away, there 
still remained a solid little collection of Indian 
arrowheads, beads, pottery, old bones and 
such like things which I had picked up myself 
in the mound country. 

“And, finding these things myself, having 
them in my possession, handling them, think- 
ing and talking and wondering about them 
set up in me, even as a younsster, a strong 
love for the lore of the American Indian. As 
I grew up the hobby kept getting a closet 
grip on me, which is a way hobbies have. It 
has given me a larger amour’ of wholesome 
fun and some understanding of a fine race 
of people that most of us know altovether too 
little about.” 

Mr. Cobb abstracted a cigar from a box 
under a carved wooden Indian’s head, lighted 
it, and leaned back with his hands clasped 
over the smock he wears when he is working 

“I have upward of a thousand pieces now 
out not by any means everything I’ve wanted. 
Among the things I’ve coveted most was a 
wide beaded belt owned by a man in Wyominz 
and obtained by him from a Crow squaw a 
good many years ago. On it the squaw had 
copied with great care and skill what prob- 
ably seemed to her the most lovely thing she 
nad ever laid eyes on. It was the label from 
a tomato can-—-fat, ripe tomatoes, green leave: 
and a suggestion of the trade name, all beaut:- 
fully worked out, Indian fashion. in colored 
beads. 

“Your Indian, you see, was quick to adapt 
to his own peculiar needs objects thrown on 
the junk heap by the white man, and cou:‘ 
give us many lessons in thrift and reclamaticn 
He transformed the white man’s metal fi'es 
into daggers that are marvels of fine workman- 
ship, made spearheads and toma! w<s out ol 
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old iron wagon tires, and converted round 
cheese boxes into war drums, 

“There against the wall behind you is un 
object I treasure, and an example of just such 
adapiation—a skin-covered shield, you see, 
which is fringed with several hundred conical 
ornaments in sets of different sizes, made out. 
of nothing but old tin cans, cut up into small 
pieces and twisted into uniform shapes, The 
work is almost as carefully and artistically 
done as though the old tin cans were some 
precious metal — as, indeed, any metal is 
precious to a primitive people. When the 
shield is shaken the ornaments make a pleas- 
ant tinkling sound, each group having its own 
special tone. -The Indian does like things that 
tinkle and rattle.” 

Most of Mr. Cobb’s collection, as he exe 
plained, has necessarily been obtained by pure 
chase from dealers or by trading with other 
coilectors. “And 1 solace myself for the money 
I spent on them,” he remarked, “by the 
thought that genuine Indian relics are getting 
scarcer and scarcer, and mine are therefore 
growing more and more valuable.” He has 
not as much time as he would like to get out 
and pick up a piece here and there first hand. 
Some, showever, he has found, and some were 
given to him by Indian friends. 

I told him about a white quartz arrowhead 
my wife and I picked up the other day while 
we were walking across a cornfield near our 
house, and we talked of what a genuine thrill 
it is to find one of these delicately wrought 
littie objects and to realize that Indians had 
trod and hunted and fought long ago on that 
very spot where your feet stand, yet how 
pernicious a discovery, since thereafter you 
keep your eyes on the ground searching fos 
more arrowheads instea. of looking off to the 
horizon.

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on the Liberal mind’ At the universi- 
ties there was a movement to ‘“‘make 
the world better’’—as Lord Esher, in 
his latest book of reminiscences, tells 
us they expressed it themselves—and 
young men from the elect and select 
circles Came under its influence. They 
read John Ruskin and Thomas Car- 
lyle. Asquith was one of those in the 
movement. 


But to them the phrases and slo- 
gans of political radicalism were well 
nigh dead. Interest was shifting from 
political to social democracy. Events 
were also about to happen which were 


to revive interest in British imperial-, 


ism and were to challenge all -parties 
in British politics to define their atti- 
tude to their nation as an acquisitive 
world power. Liberals of the old gen- 
eration stuck to their old slogans and 
held imperialism to be a sin. The 
young generations saw something 
more than flashy tinsel in the do- 
minion empire. Gladstone and Har- 
court were in one camp; Roseberry 
and Asquith in the other. 


The Boer war broke out and As- 
quith disappointed the Radicals. 
Those were days of Liberal dissent 
and disruption among colleagues, days 
of open hostility between leaders sit- 
ting side by side in the © Liberal 
benches. Yet, though Asquith was 
definitely and professedly one the side 
of the imperialists, he was never pos- 
sessed by the narrow enmities of many 
of his colleagues. He recogniZed the 
qualities of Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman as a leader of the united Lib- 
eral party, and when that party was 
called for by the events that followed 
he took his stand loyally by Sir Henry 
as the only possible leader and in the 
end pronounced upon him a funeral 
eulogy that rang with a sincerity un- 
usual on such occasions. 

The next war found the nation unit- 
ed as it perhaps has never been before 
or since—and he lifted the emotions 
of the peoplé onto planes of stern, 
moral determination. What took 
place behind the scenes in these years 
is still a plaything of whispered rumor 
and of private gossip. Some of it has 
been committed to print, but much of 
it is still flowing on idle winds. At 
any rate he fell. He has undoubtedly 
left behind him records of what he 
knew or believed or experienced. But 
during his lifetime he gave forth to 
the world no growling revelations like 
Bismarck. He kept his silence and 
gave us neither enlightenment nor 


» guidance.

office, Mr. Asquith made the biggest 


blunder of his life. Speaking at the 
National Liberal Club shortly after the 
election, he used words that made an 
approach from the Labor party im- 
possible. He evidently thought that 
we would go in and make a mess of 
it by being unequal to the terrible task 
of governing an empire like ours. 
Doubtless he felt that we would hold 
office for a brief inglorious month 
or so and that upon our failure Lib- 


eralism would return to favor and to 
power. What moved him to this | 
do not know. It was fatal. When I 
read his speech at a fireside far re- 
mote from the center of things. | 
could not believe that his sagacious 
judgment had failed. But it was so. 
History tells the rest. 

In the end the Liberals had to sup- 
port that hollow and unjust plea that 
undue political interference had been 
at work in the Campbell case, when 
a Communist was prosecuted for sedi- 
tion and the prosecution had been 
withdrawn. And in the election that 


followed, Mr. Asquith, to the personal 
regret of every one, was defeated in 
Paisley and ceased to be a member of 
the House he had led and ruled by his 
intellectual power and enthralled by 
his masterful oratory. 

But his troubles were not. over. 
Again and again was he stricken; yet 
he stood amid his fortunes as great 
in his adversity as he had been in 
his power. His memory will stand 
the wearing of long years. The mists 
of time may make him dim, but what 
will be beheld will be a form of serene 
dignity and unmoved rectitude.

vance as to Indian etiquette. The In- 
dians, like the Chinese, have elab- 
orate rules for social intercourse, and 
I didn’t want to bulge in’—(‘‘bulge 
in” is exactly what Mr. Cobb said; 


“barre wt. but |} leave it in his own 
wor’s hecause they gave me so in- 
stan’ and vivid a p’cure2 of Irvin S. 
Co™h buizing in at the entrance of a 
little Indian tenee)—‘l didn’t want 
to bulge in after the unceremonious 
fashion of those prlefsces whom the 
Indians look on as n'o'n - ordinary 
bores. 
“So I went to the loive entrance 
and rapped, and when the auestion 
came, ‘What is it?’ I followed the tra- 
ditional ' formula and said. in the 
Blackfoot tongue: ‘I and So-and.So. 
May I enter?’ They told me ? could 


‘come in, and I entered and played 


the game right through—sitting down 
at the left of mv host, keeping silent 
till 1 was spoken ‘to, passing the pipe 
and dishes of food from right to left, 
never crossing in front of the lodge 
door or passing anything in front of 
it, never stepping over the fire, and 
so on. And it made quite a hit with 
my~ hosts. 

“Shortly afterward I invited a num- 
ber of chiefs and head men to my 
cabin for a party or feast. I greeted 
them at the door, and as they came 
in they all carefully. took off their 


hats, all except old Spotted Bear, who ~ 


forgot and kept his on his head. After 
we had shaken hands all round Eagte 
Ribs reminded Spotted Bear of the 
breach of. paleface decorum, 
suddenly removed his hat with the 
look of a youngster caught in the act 
of stealing jam. Thereafter the rest 
of them proceeded to make life miser- 
able for Spotted Bear—for among his 
other characteristics the Indian is/ one 
of the greatest kidders in the world. 

“It was Spotted Bear who told me 
the story of Napi, the ‘god who. ‘is 
known as the Old Man Who Never 
Gets Any Older, or the Old Man With 
a Young Face. ” 


Here I want to interrupt a moment 


to say that Mr. Cobb’s interest in In- 
dians is not by any means confined to 
collecting their implements of war 
and peace. After all, by nature and 
profession Cobb is a teller and a col- 
lector of yarns; he loves a good yarn 
above most things, and since Indian 
mythology and Indian history is full 
of good yarns, he has pretty well 
soaked himself in the red man’s lore. 

But to go on. 

“Napi,” said Mr. Cobb, ‘‘was a 
half-god who did many wise and 
many stupid things; and Spotted Bear 
told me-that when Napi did things 
that were wise that was the god com- 
ing out in him, and when he did things 
that were stupid that was the man 
coming out. For Napi, said Spotted 
Bear, as we Sat beside his lodge fire, 
was the son of the Sun, who is the 
greatest god of all, but his mother 
was.an Indian maiden, the most beau- 
tiful girl who ever lived among the 
Blackfeet. 

“A long time ago, went the story 
of Spotted Bear, who made the ges- 
ture of drawing a bog as back to in- 
dicate the long-ago _nast. this Indiar 
rciden Nived among the Blackfeet, 
and many young braves wanted to 
marry her, but she would have none 
of them. And one day she told her 


father that she- was going to have a - 


child, and that the Sun was its father; 
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but the pld citet didnot believe her, 


and he was grieved and shamed, 
thinking that his daughter had been 
betraved, ani sternly he drove her 
away from: I's lodge in disvrace. 
“Alone 1nd sorrowful, the maiden 
wandered across the prairie and after 
a while she lav down ,by a badger’s 


hole and there her child was born—, 


Napi, the most beaut ful child ever 
born to any woman. So she laid Wer 
baby inside the badger’s hole, where 
he wou'd keep warm. And that night 
three great medicine men or magic- 
ians, in three places far off, saw a new 
Star in the sky, and each of them fol- 
lowed the star ,and at last they came 
to where the Indian maiden lay with 
her child by the badger’s hole. 
“When they saw Napi they knew 
he was the sen of God, and they wor- 
shipped h.m; dnd then they went back 
to the..maiden’s father and told him 
he had done his daughter a great 
wrong, andNhat she was in truth the 


bride of the Sun, and had given birth 
to a god. So the maiden returned to 
her father’s lodge, and there Napi 
grew up, and ever after it was he 
who interceded between the Sun God 
and his people, the Blackfeet. Not 
until the Blackfeet began to live like 
the palefaces did*»Napi depart from 
them; but on the day they return to 
the ways of their ancestors he will 
come back and he will bring back the 
vanished buffalo with him. 

“When old Spotted” Bear had told 
me this storv | asked him if he was 
sure he had not gotten an old In- 
dian legend mixed up with the white 
man’s story of the birth of Chrisf— 
the two were. so startlingly alike. But 
Spotted Bear said with simple dig- 
nity: ‘Yes, | have been told that the 
story of Napi is like the story of the 
white man’s Messiah;. but this story 
was told among our people a thou- 
sand years before the white man was 
known to us ”’

Russian press has kept silent about 
all that. 

It is possible that they are going to 
begin again somewhere else. | have 
recently been informed that they now 
propose to create a propaganda bu- 
reau at Mecca, the old town where 
so many Moslem pilgrims meet every 
year. But it is certain that they will 
only reap new embarrassments and 
humihiation—unless this silly and 
crimtnal European war talk brings 
them some unexpected help. 

It is the existence of these two op- 
posing forces in Russian life that im- 
poses on the new regime the fatal 
contradictions which so_ frequently 
characterize its action. 

For the peasants—a seemingly pas- 
Sive and silent mass, but when really 
aroused all powerful—the Kremlin is 
bound to submit to any humiliation. 
For the real mas*ers—the peasants— 
do not want to hear of any serious 
diplomatic complications, of mobili- 
zations, of war. During an experi- 
mental mobilization in the Leningrad 
region last autumn, much less than 50 
per cent answered to the call. 


The peasants constituted the force” 
of the revolution, when, toward the 


end of the war, they deserted the 
trenches and seized the lands of the 
barons. But all that—the desertion 
of the trenches as well as the occupa- 
tion of the lands—was done for essen- 
tially peasant reasons>*wihch had 
nothing to do with Bolshevik reasons 
and ideologies. 

This is why, deeply convinced that 
a change is‘at hand in Russia, | believe 
that the various military acts of yes- 
terday and the diplomati¢ ones of to- 
day, far from creating real difficulties 


for the Russian regime,serve in a cer- 
tain sense simply to strengthen it At 
least they give it an alibi. 

For my part, I declared this pub- 
licly, when, as the head of the Italian 
foreign policy, | was approached in an 
effort to obtain Italian collaboration 
in some fooish anti-Bolshevik action 
from outside 

“The attacks from outside’’—I said 
in the Italian Parliament—‘‘will never 
be a solution. I believe in democracy 
and liberty, and that. is why I am 
against Bolshevism. But to be a use- 
ful lesson it has to die by itself.” 

A radical change—if not its death 
already in view. 

It is probable that the Bolshevik 
leaders sometimes wonder how it hap- 
pens that they still provoke so many 
terrors—feigned or real—in certain 
European quarters. They think, | 
presume, that foreigners would be 
much nearer reality in—pitying them. 

The Chinese have a _ wonderful 
phrase to describe she weakness of 
certain types of so-called strong dic- 
tatorial governments: They are—so 
the picturesque idiom runs—riding a 
tiger. 
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
